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ART MUSEUM & NOJS PRESENT LINCOLN CENTER JAZZ ORCHESTRA 

The renowned Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra returns to The Cleveland Museum 
of Art on Thursday, March 9, at 8 pm, paying tribute to "The Majesty of Louis 
Armstrong." The concert features Armstrong’s jazz masterworks, played by some of the 
best musicians of our time. It is jointly sponsored by the Museum and the Northeast 
Ohio Jazz Society, with support from public radio station WCPN-FM. 

In honoring "Satchmo," the LCJO recalls the influential entertainer and 
improvisational genius of whom Duke Ellington said, "He was the epitome of jazz and 
always will be." Born at the turn of the century in New Orleans, Armstrong felt he and 
jazz grew up together. The music he made with The Hot Fives, The Hot Sevens, his 
Orchestra, and the All-Stars has rarely been recreated in live performance since his 
death in 1971. 

This concert is part of the LCJO’s third United States tour, taking it to twenty- 
one cities. Last winter, LCJO played "Return of the Swing" to a full house at the Art 
Museum in a rare area appearance that was hailed as "an evening where every number 
brought the house down" (Beacon Journal). 

General admission tickets are $20, and are available at the Museum Store and 
Wax Stacks Records (Lee Road in Cleveland Heights), or by phone charge through 
NOJS at 397-9900. Members of the Museum, NOJS, or WCPN receive a $2 discount. 
Doors open at 7 pm.

Backgrounder 

In 1947, the great pianist and composer James P. Johnson said, "the jazz musician of the 
future will have to be able to play aU different kinds of jazz-in aU its treatments-just like the 
classical musician who, in one concert, might range from Bach to Copland." Nearly a half- 
century later, the Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra strives for this ideal, providing a setting in 
which the finest young musicians work next to established masters, playing in large bands as well 
as small ensembles, like so many players of the past. 

Under the artistic leadership of Wynton Marsalis, the Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra has 
swiftly risen to national prominence from its inception in 1987 for Classical Jazz, the summer 
concert series of Lincoln Center for the Performing Arts (New York City). Comprising several 
generations of the world’s foremost jazz musicians, the LCJO is dedicated to developing a 
performance repertory of historic compositions and newly commissioned works for big band. Its 
repertory includes music of Duke Ellington, Jelly Roll Morton, Thelonious Monk, Benny Carter, 
Count Basie, Bennie Moten, Mary Lou Williams, Dizzy Gillespie, Charles Mingus, Jay McShann, 
and many other jazz figures. The LCJO’s annual presentation of Ellington’s music every August 
in Lincoln Center’s Alice Tully HaU has become a cultural highlight of New York City. 

In 1991, Lincoln Center announced the formation of a department under the banner of 
Jazz at Lincoln Center-the first of its kind at a major performing arts institution. The 
department aims to establish the value of jazz as fine art in the context of America’s premier 
performing arts center, and to make more people aware of this American art form and the 
wealth of contributions by musicians throughout this century from every corner of the nation. 
Jazz at Lincoln Center pursues curatorial, educational, and archival objectives by presenting a 
year-round series of concerts and films, teaching adults and children about jazz and its 
relationship to other art forms, and developing a database to provide intellectual and historical 
frames of reference for current and future generations of artists, scholars and patrons. 

In 1992, the LCJO toured thirty cities throughout the United States with a program 
showcasing Ellington’s compositional career from the mid-20s through the early 70s. This highly 
acclaimed tour included performances at The Hollywood Bowl, Chicago’s Orchestra HaU, the 
Symphony HaUs of Boston, Detroit and Atlanta, and a live television broadcast on The Tonight 
Show. Along the way. Jazz at Lincoln Center artistic director Wynton Marsalis conducted 
workshops for students at universities and high schools, and led numerous post-concert 
impromptu discussions on EUington’s music. 

1992 also saw the release of Portraits by Ellington, the LCJO’s Sony/Columbia recording 
debut, featuring material recorded in a 1991 concert at Lincoln Center. The recording reached 
#4 on the BiUboard jazz charts and was weU received in Europe and Japan. The foUowing year, 
the LCJO made its first international appearance at the Marciac Jazz Festival in France, its 
debut at Tanglewood, and a return visit to The HoUywood Bowl. 

In the winter of 1994, the LCJO toured thirty U.S. cities performing a wide array of jazz 
masterworks. Another tour followed in the summer of 1994, culminating in a return to New 
York City to appear on "Live from Lincoln Center," in a special nationwide telecast caUed "The 
City of Jazz" to an audience of ten million people. In 1994, Jazz at Lincoln Center’s second and 
third recordings were released: The Fire of the Fundamentals and They Came to Swing by 
Sony/Columbia, comprised of live performances by both LCJO and other Lincoln Center 
performances. Also in 1994, Jazz at Lincoln Center began broadcasting its own radio program- 
jazz From Lincoln Center— over National Public Radio.
